Manager'* Statement. 

New York, Jan. 8.—The response of 
the police and fire department* to the 
call w'as prompt, and within an incred¬ 
ibly abort time nearly 800 firemen, am¬ 
bulance surgeon* and trainmen were in 
the smoke and steam filled tunnel work¬ 
ing heroically to get the bodies of lh»* 
dead and wounded passengers from the 
wrecked trains. 

J. II. Franklin, manager of the Har¬ 
lem diriidon of the New York CVnlral 
railway, made the following statement 
concerning the wreck: "We are Investi¬ 
gating thoroughly^ but we are first tub¬ 
ing out the injured, and haring them 
can*d for, and until that ft* done the iu- 
vmtigntion cannot proceed quickly. A* 
far aa can be learned the wrecked train 
waa stopped by the block system be¬ 
cause of something wrong ahead. 1 
hare no$ yet found ont what was the 
DiQttea^abead.
